‘Mrs. Erb Says Her Sister Took Pisto! 
from Captain and Fired Six 
Bullets Into Him.

PHILADELPHIA. Oct. 6.—Capt. 


Clayton Erb, a wealthy politician 
prominent officer of the National Guard, 
is dead with a bullet wound in his body 
at his country home, Red Gables, near 
Glen Riddle, Delaware Covnty. He was 


found late to-night, and his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Beisel, says she shot him by acci- 
dent. 


Mrs. Beisel was arrested by the Coroner 
and taken to Media Jail. After much 
questioning she broke down and admitted 
that she had killed the Captain, but did 
it to save her own life. She said he had 
come home and found the sister-in-law 
and a quarrel ensued. Capt. Erb ordered 
her to leave the house and she refused. 
She said he cursed her and went upstairs 
to his room. He got a heavy army pistol 
and emerging met her in the hall. 

“ Now, will you get out or not?” he is 
reported to have said. 

“TI will not,’ replied Mrs. Beisel. She 
flew at him and grabbed the weapon. A 
struggle followed and Mrs. Beisel got the 
weapon. 

Mrs. Erb supplied the rest of the facts. 
She said her sister raised the revolver 
and cried: 


“Take that, you wretch, and that and 
that,”’ pulling the trigger six times. Every 
bullet took effect and Erb fell to the 
floor. Death was instantaneous.

For the last three months Capt. Erb 
had been having trouble with his wife. 
He recently tried to drive her from his 
house, and was preparing to bring suit 
ter divorce. These troubles came to light 
when Mrs. Erb caused the arrest of 
Ernest Poulson, the negro coachman, 
charging him with having attempted to 
shoot her. 

It developed at the hearing that Mrs. 
Erb had accused the negro of being a 
spy in the pay of her husband and that 
he had been ordered to watch her every 
movement and report to him. Erb imme- 
diately came to the aid of the coachman 
and secured his release on bail. 

The trouble culminated a week ago, 
when Mrs. Erb had her husband arrested.

Erb was about to sign the agreement, 
which provided that she should have free 
use of the horses and carriages. 

“But your sister shall not use them 
and she must keep away from the house,” 
remarked Erb. 

‘Then I will not sign,’ replied the wife, 
as she threw down the pen. 

The proceedings occurred in the of- 
fice of Justice Griffith, at Glen Riddle. 
When the parties failed to agree the mat- 
ter was taken to Media. All the cases 
in which Erb and his wife were involved 
were adjourned to the December term 
of court for Delaware County. Counsel 
for Erb denied ten days ago that a divorce 
had been applied for. 

Four weeks ago Capt. Erb became seri- 
ously ili, and it was reported at that time 
that he had been poisoned. Physicians 
soon relieved him and beyond declaring 
that he had not attempted suicide, Capt. 
Erb refysed to discuss his illness. 

Capt. Erb was known to every Repub- 
lican litician of Pennsylvania. He was 
the right-hand man of Israe] W. Dur- 
ham, former boss of Philadelphia, and had 
done the quiet work in obtaining the elec- 
tion of atthew Stanley Quay to the 
Senate in 1901,

Florence Rothermel. She is an expert 
horsewoman, and has ridden blue-ribbon 
winners at many horse shows in this 
vicinity.

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SHELDON CONFERS 
WITH ROOSEVELT 


Reports on Small Campaign 
Funds—Urges President to 
Take the Stump. 


A NIGHT CONFERENCE HELD 


Committeeman Ward and Cabinet 
Members Discuss the Situation 
with the President. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—George R. Shel- 
fon, Treasurer-of the Republican National 
Committee, spent a large part of to-day 
at the White House. His interview with 
the President is said to have involved 
some plain talk on both sides, Mr. Roose- 
velt criticising Mr. Sheldon for his fail- 
ure to gather funds for the Republican 
cause, and Mr. Sheldon expressing his 
opinion that the funds could be gathered 
only if Mr. Roosevelt would get out into 
the open and create enthusiasm among 
his own following. 

Mr, Sheldon called at the executive 
office in the morning and had a long talk 
with Secretary Loeb, going afterward to 
see Secretary Root, who is said to have 
been the special agent of the President in 
the recent investigation of Chairman 
Hitchcock’s management of the campaign, 


| Mr. Sheldon returned to the White House 


at 2 o’clock and lunched with Mr, Roose- 
velt. Afterward the two entered upon a 


| thorough discussion of the political sit- 


vation. The National Treasurer returned 
to New York to-night. 
Promised Statement Withheld. 


As a result of the conference of th? 
afternoon, Secretary Loeb let it be under- 
stood that an official statement from the 
White House would be forthcoming later 
in the day. The afternoon wore away, 
however, without any statement, and late 
this evening it was announced that the 
President had changed his mind. No rea- 
gon was given. 

In the last few days Mr. Sheldon has 


been the object of much criticism because | 


of his inability to collect funds, and there 
are reasons to believe that he considered 
the strictures to be inspired by the 
White House. 
Executive office,

“Chairman Hitchcock has the entire 

confidence of the Administration in the 
conduct of the Taft campaign,”’ he said. 
‘*‘Am I to resign? Well, I should say 
not.”’ 

Afterward he gave out this statement: 

The. President asked me to come over and 
lunch or dine with him two or three weeks 
ago, but the duties of my position have 
made it impossible for me to come until 
now. We went completely over the general 
situation. 

On his authority, as well as from my 
own knowledge, I can say most positively 
that the relations between him and Mr. 
Hitchcock are of the closest and most 
friendly character, that Mr. Hitehcock has 
his entire confidence, and that the Presi- 
dent heartily approves of the manner in 
which Mr. Hitchcock is managing the cam- 
paign, and, I may add, the President ts 
entirely confident of the result. 


Criticisms of the President. 


While no person at the conference will 
disclose just what took place, it is under- 
stood *hat Mr. Roosevelt asked for an ex- 
planation from Mr. Sheldon as to the 
plans adopted for the collection of funds. 
Reports had reached the President's ears 
that the methods employed had been 
crude and that many would-be contribu- 
tors had not even been advised where to 
send their money. He wanted to know 
about it. 

In other campaigns the Republican 
Treasurers have carefully looked over the 
territory, choosing in big commercial or 
industrial centres men of standing to act 
as local-custodians of campaign cash. In 


many of the principal cities this has been 
overlooked entirely in the present cam- 

ign, according to reports to the White 
Bote. Many thousands of dollars that 
might easily have been collected have 
thus been lost because of the absence of 
officia] party canvassers. 

Mr. Sheldon’s explanation of the alleged 
deficiencies alon these ‘lines is not 
known, It is understood, however, that 
he did not hesitate to declare that the 
President must take an active part in 
the campaign, even to going on the 
stump, his argument being that enthu- 
siasm was needed to inspire Republicans 
to contribute, and that the President 
more than any other man in the party 
could inspire that enthusiasm. 


Denounces Publicity Plan. 


The agreement to make public all contri- 
butions also has had a serious effect on 
Mr. Sheldon’s campaign for funds. The 
corporations cannot contribute, and vari- 
ous men of means do not care which party 
wins, apparently. In spite of all he can 
do, Mr. Sheldon has found that neither

HOPE TO CHECK “ DRY ” WAVE. 


Ohio Brewers, Alarmed by Local Op- 
tion Vote, Meet for Defense.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 6.—-With two 
more counties, Paulding and Wyandotte, 
| voting dry to-day, thirty Ohio counties 
have driven out saloons in ten days, 
forcing nearly 900 liquor shops to go out 
of business. But one county out of thirty- 
one to hold elections has gone wet. Local 
option elections will keep right on taking 
poy in Ohio until Jan. 1, by which time 
the Anti-Saloon League hopes to have 
| made fifty counties dry. There are elghty- 
eight in the State. 

To-day ninety brewers met in Cleveland 
to devise some plan of checking the anti- 
saloon wave. Adam Schantz of Dayton, 
President of the Ohio State Brewers’ As- 
sociation, said to-night: 

“The Anti-Saloon League officials have 
already announced that their next move 
will be for State-wide prohibition, which 
would mean a loss to the State in reve- 
nue of $10,000,000. 

“T believe that as soon as the people 
fully appreciate the gravity of the situa- 
tion which confronts them they will 
cease to be influenced by appeals to 

| their emotional nature and important vic- 
tories will be won by the liberal élements 
all over the State.” 


ANTI-SALOON PARADE, 


4,000 Men, Women, and Children Make 
a Demonstration in Atlantic City.

ATLANTIC CITY, Oct. 6.—Nearly 4,000 
men, women, and children paraded from 
Chelsea on Atlantic Avenue and thence 
to the Steel Pier by way of Pennsylvania 
Avenue to-night, carrying banners, head- 
ed by brass bands, shouting that the 
saloons must go and singing psalms. 

There were dozens of wagons, and one 
was an old sprinkling cart to demonstrate 
the water-wagon riding contingent, and 
the old cart was well loaded. Red fire 
burned freely, and there was more en- 
thusiasm displayed than in any other 
parade held here during the Presidential 
campaign.

NAVY ASKS AIRSHIP BIDS. 


Washington Officiais Hope to Have 
Aerial Scouts by Next Spring. 


Special to The New ork Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—The Navy De- 
partment to-day authorized a call for bids 
for aeroplanes to be used in the service. 
The intention of the department is to 
have the air craft ready for trial next 
Spring, though the time limit may be ex- 
tended. Unless some foreign power takes 
immediate steps to anticipate the action 
of the Navy Department, this country will 
be the first to have a fleet of heavier- 
than-air flying machines as an auxiliary 
squadron for the navy. 

Though the experiments at Fort Myer, 
in which Orville Wright figured so large- 
ly, were under the direct auspices of the 
Signal Corps of the army, Lieut. Com- 
mander Sweet was present at most of the 
trial flights as official observer for the 
Navy Department, and had many long 
conversations with Mr. Wright as to the 
specifications the department should re- 
quire. 

The plans of. the Navy Department at 
present do not contemplate an aerial aux- 
iliary fleet of fighting units. The most 
that {s hoped for is to have a number of 
flying planes capable of extended recon- 
noitring, of making high observations, and 
possibly of acting as dispatch craft in the 
face of the enemy. This last duty in the 
Spanish war was left in great measure to 
torpedo boats, and the results were far 
from satisfactory. 

The specifications will call for a speed 
of from forty-five to fifty miles an hour, 
with a possible. endurance of four or five 
hours. If fulfilled, they will give the 


aerial auxiliaries a cruising radius of 100 
miles, thereby greatl increasing the 
fleet's protection against surprise and 

ving it splendid opportunities for watch- 
ng the movement of a hostile fleet or for 
reconnoitring over land works with prac- 
tical impunity. 

The trials for the new craft will prob- 
ably be held in the open stretches of 
Hampton Roads, though a final decision 
has not yet been reached. It is expected 
that only few changes will be made from 
the type already designated as satisfac- 
tory to the army. One change will be that 
the flying ships will have to be capable 
of launching from the deck of a war ves- 
sel and of alighting on the deck, or, 
necessary, both rising from and alighting 


on the water.

TURKS WOULD BE UNITED. 


People Said to be Ready to Fight for 
New Government. 


Should Bulgaria declare war on Tur- 
key, the newly freed people will have 
more than the Turkish Army to contend 
with, according to Salim G. Tabet, a 
Christian subject of the Sultan and a resi- 
dent of this city. They will have to fight 
a reunited Turkish people, in whom the 
new Turkish Constitution has occasioned 
a wave of patriotic feeling and love of 
country such as Turks have never known 
before. 

“TI have got a gountry at last,” de- 
clared Mr. Tabet last night, “ and like me, 
the thousands of other non-Mohammedan 
subjects of the Sultan feel at last that 
they are a part of Turkey, and they rev- 
erence it as their native land, where be- 
fore they welcomed insults and attacks 
against it. Before the Constitution we 
who were not Mussulmans, felt that Tur- 
key was not for us, and we regarded it 
as an unfortunate accident that we should 
have been born within its political con- 
fines. Now the Turkish flag is our na- 
tive flag, its Government is our Govern- 
ment, and an insult or attack against or 
on it is felt like a personal affront. 

“The Constitution provides that every 


subject of the Sultan must do military 
service, be he Mussulman, Christian, or 
Jew. That clause was unnecessary. 
Should war be declared against Turkey we 
would not have to be forced into the 
ranks.

TURKEY MAY AVOID WAR. 


Appeals to the Powers, Which Are| 
Planning a Conference. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 6.—Turkey 
has refused to recognize the proclamation 
of Bulgaria’s independence, but that does 
not mean war. On the contrary, there} 
is cvery reason to believe that the Turkish | 
Government s decided to follow the ad- 
vice of ak and Great Britain and 
await the result of the international con- | 
ference for the discussion of the treaty of | 
Berlin. Tha better elements here are! 
against any military adventures, which it | 
is felt, whether successful or otherwise, | 
would be ruinous to the country. 

The Council of Ministers held a long 
session this morning to consider the ac- 
tion of Bulgaria. It was decided that it 
was impossible to accept any proceedings 
that violated existing treaties, and that 
Turkey should address a circular note to 
the powers pointing out the necessity of 
taking measures to enforce respect for the 
treaty of Berlin. 

Replying to the telegram sent to the 
Turkish Government by Prince Ferdi- 
nand, In which he said that in declaring 


the independence of Bulgaria he had been 
compelled to respect the voice of the na- 
tion, and expressed the hope that the 
friendly relations between the two coun- 
tries would continue, Turkey said shé 
had invited the powers to confer on the 
situation, and as her rights were guaran- 
teed by the powers she would look to 
them for their defense. 


Appeal to the Powers,

PARIS, Oct. 6.—An international con- 
ference to consider the Bulgarian situa- 
tion is now assured, according to a 
statement made here to-night. It will be 
proposed by Great Britain, France, and 
Russia acting together, instead of by one 
power, These three powers are in com- 
plete accord on the principle of an imme- 
diate conference; Itaiy is in favor of it, 


and even Germany is expected to adhere 
to the proposal, 

News that the proclamation of the an- 
nexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina by 
Austria-Hungar would be issued to- 
morrow is much commented upon here. 
This is regarded as showing Austria's 
anxiety to have it an accomplished fact 
before she receives the invitation to at- 
tend the international conference, into 
which she means to go with the provinces 
in her pocket. 

In official circles the statements that 
Germany is in any way concerned in the 
double move of Austria and Bulgaria are 
altogether discredited. 

M. Btancieff, the Otome tte Agent of 
Bulgaria, announced officially to_ Foreign 
Minister Pichon to-day the proclamation 
of Bulgarian independence. He declared 
turther that Bulgaria had no warlike in- 
tention, and that while she proposed to 
maintain her independence, she hoped 
firmly that this would be recognized with- 
out an appeal to arms. . Pichon in- 
formed M. Stancieff that France, as a 
signatory of the Berlin Treaty, could not 
accept any modification of this treaty 
without a previous understanding with 
the powers.

This should be done by 
greater supervision of the business of 
such corporations, by Federal contro} 
through the Department of Commerce 
and Labor; by a series of reports each 
month; by constant examination by Gov- 
ernment agents, and by immediate and 
persistent prosecutions of all violations 
of law. 

“The function of the next Administra- 
tion,’’ he added, “is not to be spectacular 
in the enactment of great statutes laying 
down new codes of morals or asserting 4 
new standard of business integrity, but 
its work lies in the details of furnishing 
men and machinery to aid the hand of 
the Executive in making the supervision 
of the transactions so close, so careful, 
so constant, that the business men en- 
gaged in it may know promptly when they 
are transgressing the line of lawful busi- 
ness limitations and may be brought up 
standing whenever this occurs, and may 
be prosecuted where the violations of law 
are flagrant and defiant and promptly | 
restrained and penalized.”

Despite the published statement that 
the strike was nearing a settlement, 
the differences between the strikers and 
the company were soperentiy as far 
from settlement last. night.as ever. Dur- 
ing the day the injunctions came into 
the fight. Late on Monday night Supreme 
Court Justice Blanchard issued a restrain- 
ing order against the officers of the 
Chauffeurs’ Union and those of the Team- 
sters’ Union, with which the former is af- 
filiated, directing them not to interfere 
with or obstruct the New York Taxicab 
Company in the operation of its cars. 

The injunction requires the officials 
against whom it is directed to appear be- 
fore Justice Blanchard in the Supreme 
Court this morning and show cause why 
it should not be made permanent. The 
strikers said their officers would be there 
and that they would have able counsel 
present \to present their side of the ‘con- 
troversy, 

Politics loomed up in the strike when it 
was reported that Timothy D. Sullivan, 
the Tammany leader, was a stockholder 
in the Taxicab Company. A committee 
waited on him and asked him if the re- 
port was true, and if so why he was not 
doing something to in for the chauf- 
feurs their rights. e denied cwning a 
single share of the stock. 

Small fights were reported from dit- 
ferent sections of the city, one of them 
being in front of the St. Regis, where 
some strike sympathizers stoned a car 
belonging to the Taxicab Company. The 
chauffeur put on full power and escaped 
up Fifth Avenue. No arrests were made. 
There was another row in front of the 
Hotel Navarre, in Seventh Avenue, in 
which stones were thrown. In this case 
the chauffeur saved himself by sending 
| his car horth at full speed, and again no 
| arrests were made. 

George John, a strikebreaker who was 
driving a taxicab, was arrested in Broad- 
way at Elghty-third Street for reckless 
driving and had to pay a fine of $5. Rob- 
ert Pittfield, another strikebreaker, was 
arrested in Amsterdam Avenue, near 103d 
Street, for the same offense, and he, too, 
| had to pay a fine of $5. There was a row 
in front of the Hotel Marie Antoinette, 
and the police made two arrests. The 
alleged offense was that the men arrested 
called a taxicab driver a ‘‘scab” as he 
sped Lg 

Another row occurred in front of the 
company garage in Sixty-second Street, 
near Broadway, and the police arrested 
two men for inciting the rumpus.’ They 
were both discharged for lack of evi- 
dence. A map ig oge reporter was taken 
into custody, an 6 had to tell Magistrate 
Steinert that he was only trying to collect 
some legitimate news. The Magistrate 
dismissed the case. 

On Columbus Avenue, between Sixty- 
first and Sixty-second Streets, several 
strikers tried to rescue a striker who had 
been arrested in Columbus Avenue, near 
Sixty-first Street. The police handled 
them roughly. 

“We are affiliated with other organiza- 
tions having 30,000 men,” said the mem- 
ber of the strikers’ committee. ‘‘ An or- 
der has been sent out asking these men 
to register, but not to declare themselves. 
We will use the ballot this time to aid 
the union, and we will bring in many 
well-known politicians in such a manner 
that they wen’t enjoy it. At a confer- 
ence yesterday all our requests were com- 
promised in some manner except our de- 
mand for the recognition of the union, 
and we will get that, too.”

Just how much can be déne In that di- 
rection by any other “culture” than that 
which comes from education and associa- 
tion with educated people who talk care- 
fully is something of a question. The 
beauties of English speech, as Illustrated 
in the upper social grades and to some ex- 
tent in the middle ranks, are probably as 
little the result of conscious cultivation 
as is the lack of those same vocal qual- 
{ties in Americans of all grades due to the 
absence of systematic and conscious 
training. The difference {is apparently a 
matter of geography, or rather of climate. 
Perhaps temperament has something to 
do with our comparatively sharp end 
rapid enunciation, but temperament, too, 
{s largely a matter of climate, 

And climate is not to be changed by 
culture. The damp air and equable tem- 
perature of the British Islands are tet- 
ter for the human vocal apparatus than 
are our changes from tropic heat to arctic 
cold and the low humidity that character- 
izes most parts of this continent. That 
the English of any class speak with a 
closer approach to accuracy than do 
Americans of the same class Is a conten- 
tion that could hardly be maintained by 
any argument except the one that the Erxs- 
lish have a right to set the standard and 
that their decision is final. There is 
something to be sald for that plea, but it 
weakens every year with the growth of 
English-speaking populations in other 
lands. 

As announced, the plan of London Uni- 
versity seems to be to teach verbal pro- 
priety rather than what is usually under- 
stood by volce production=not to make 
people talk musically, but to make them 
talk correctly, without the “ slovenliness, 
bad articulation, and clipping of words” 
with which the Britishers are now accus- 
ing each other.

Company—Had Gallant War Record. 


Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, former President 
of the Mercantile Trust Company and 
former commander of the First Brigade, 
N. G. N. Y., died at his home, near Gar- 
risons-on-the-Hudson, yesterday. He was 
72 years old. 

The General resigned as head of the 
Mercantile Trust Company during the 
progress of the investigation of the Arm- 
strong Insurance Committee, which want- 


ed \him as a witness. He avoided sub- 
poena servers even to the extent of ab- 
senting himself from the funeral of his 
son, who was killed by a Long Island 


Raliroad train at Great Neck in Novem-,| 


ber, 1906. It was said the subpoena serv- 
ers were present at the son’s funeral to 
serve the summons upon the General to 
appear before the committee. 

he death of his son and the troubles 
heaped upon him during the investiga- 
tion broke Gen, Fitzgeralds’s health and 
spirit and started the decline which was 
ended in his death yesterday. 

Gen. Fitzgerald had a civil war record 
and a career in the National Guard of 
New York. He was a Sergeant in the 
Seventh when that regiment went 
Washington in 1861 to defend the Na- 
tional capital. On the return of the regi- 
ment to New York he was commissioned 
First Lieutenant in Elisworth’s 
Zouaves. For gallantry in the first battle 
cf Bull Run he was promoted to a Cap- 
taincy. When the Zouaves disbanded he 


|took a commission as a First Lieutenant 


in the Fortieth New York Volunteers, 
and again was promoted to a Captaincy 
for bravery at the battle of Fair Oaks. 

He was made Aide de Camp to Gen. 
Phii Kearny, and after Kearny’s death 
became Aide de Camp to Gen. D, H. 
Birney. He fought in campaigns in North 
and South Carolina, Tennessee, and Ken- 
tucky. He became Major and Lieuten- 
ant Cotonel 
Bull Run, Williamsburg, and Fair Oaks, 
being wounded several times. 

After the war Gen, 
brevetted Lieutenant Colonel of the N 
tional Guard of this State. He was made 
a Brigadier General in the Guard in 1882. 

His home in this city was at 253 Lex- 
ington Avenue. 


Irving’s Last Nephew Dead. 

George Irving, who was the last surviv- 
ing nephew of Washington Irving, died 
suddenly on Mondgy at his home, 37 Mad- 
ison Avenue, He was 8 years old, and 
leaves a widow. He was the son of John

“TOPICS IN WALL ‘STREET. 


Balkan Trouble Minimized. 


Interest in the Balkan situation seemed 
to have died a natural death on the pre- 
ceding day. It was not even a topic of 
general gossip yesterday. Brokers were 
more or less interested in getting informa- 
tion concerning the ultimate outcome, 
and cable dispatches more or less perti- 
rent were received in many offices, but 
the ordinary trader did not appear to 
think it worth his while to exhaust the 
possibilities before making commitments 
in the market. Perhaps there was some 
relation, however, between this indiffer- 
ence and the trader’s disinclination to 
extend himself marketwise, though ho 
figured on technical conditions in the 
market rather than on what he believed 
to be an attenuated war scare. Brokers 
reported that their customers were doing 
very little, the professionals included. 
Thig attitude, however, was not developed 
within the last forty-eight hours.

Their dispatches were transmitted to 
other houses and to the West, but the 
West, in particular, appeared to regare 
the complications as partaking of a South 
American flavor.

The amount 
involved was comparatively large. moat 
prices given at the time were somewhat | 
away from the market, a little ih some 
cases and many points in others. One Dy 
one, however, the broker has disposed of 
the various lots, until now there are only 
two or three remaining. In these cases 
however, there is a difference of 10 points 
between the bid price and the asking pric 
of the owner. The broker has not felt it 
necessary to obey the instructions 
literally, and whenever he gets an actuai 
bid for these bonds he submits it, adding 
what he thinks about the market and the 
outlook for these particular bonds. The 
bids have been consistently declined, and 
the chances are that many more months 
will elapse before there will be any chance 
of selling the bonds at the price given, 
unless a big bull movement in investment 
securities should develop.

The Englishman's Point of View. 


There is a difference of opinion, ap- 
parently, with regard to the Englishman’s 
attitude toward Americans, as shown by 
the views expressed by returning tourists 
and by the London financial papers. One 
important member of a financial’ group 
in Wall Street said a week or so ago that 
American stocks are becoming again very 
attractive to traders in the London mar- 
kets, that the wonderful recuperative 
power shown by the market here had 
given confidence, and that the belief pre- 
vailed in London that much _ higher 
prices would be reached. He added that 
many of his friends abroad had purchased 
American rails, not so much for invest- 
ment as for speculation. On the other 
hand, The Economist points out that the 
recent spectacular decline and subsequent 
recovery did not interest English traders 
much for the reason that they are still 
of opinion, as they have -been for an 
indefinite period; that this market'ts ar- 
tificial, consequently they have kept clear 
of American stocks.
